Our personalities tend to vary 
directly with the barometer. 


Do Storms Scare Von? 


Normal barometric pressure 
at sea level is about 30. When 
the barometer reads 30 or more 
and rises or remains steady, our 
spirits do the same. The weath­ 
er is clear and calm, and our 
moods correspond. 


But let the barometer drop 
below 31) and continue dropping, 
we're in for a storm. ..of the 
elements and of the emotions.

Personalities Vary 


lf you want to find out wheth­ 
er your personality can weath­ 
er a storm, try enduring a real 
one! 


If 
you are undernourished, 
tired, fearful, and maladjusted, 
you'll huddle up in a comer, 
flinch at every flash of light­ 
ning, and feel sorry for your­ 
self until the storm is over. 


Or your brain may be func­ 
tioning so poorly that the lash­ 
ing wind and roar of thunder 
make you panicky with fear. 


If you go to your dotter on 
one of these days wiien the 
weather Is against you, the com­ 
plaints may fall from your lips 
faster than he can take them 
down: general discomfort, fa­ 
tigue. headache, dizziness, nau­ 
sea. faintness, and fast, labored 
breath, 


In addition he might find that 
you have an increased pulse 
and blood pressure, that your 
rheumatism or a r t h r i t i s is 
worsening, or that you are suf­ 
fering from an asthma or stints 
attack. 


I explained some of this to (Iii 
Bledsoe, who was .suffering tram 
a headache and hay fever at­ 
tack one sultry afternoon. 


“ I know the weather is re­ 
sponsible for my hay fever," he 
said, “ but it can t possibly ac­ 
count for my other symptoms." 
“What are your other symp- 
, , tom s?” I asked. 
“Nearly everything you can 
think of,’’ he replied. ‘Tm men­ 
tally depressed, tense, and ir­ 
ritable. 
in weather like this 
there ought to la* something I 
could take to lessen my dis­ 
comfort." 


“ You could take vitamin K," 
I suggested, 
“ to 
lower 
your 
blood pressure under the pres­ 
ent atmospheric condition 


“ How does vitamin K help my 
blood pressure?” he asked. 


“To get enough oxygen out of 
the positively charged air,” I 
said. “your heart has to beat 
faster, and your blood pressure 
rises. Vitamin E decreases the 
spasm in the sm aller arteries, 
and improves the tone of the 
heart by decreasing its oxygen 
requirem ent.’’ 


Of the five factors of blood 
pressure—volume of blood, vis­ 
cosity or thickness of the blood, 
the strength of the heartbeat, 
the elasticity of the vessel walls, 
and peripheral resistance—-the 
one chiefly involved 
in blood 
pressure is peripheral resist­ 
ance 


Vitamin F. lowers the resist­ 
ance to the flow of blood by re­ 
laxing the terminal vessels < ar­ 
terioles » which are in spasm.
